of the pain and the sorrow of the circumstances that have been his 
undoing, he may have decided to wrap them and seal them in 
the silence of his bosom, Yet, on the other hand, rough justice, 
the verdict which is instructed not by any meticulous weighing and 
analysing but just by what I may term a nature view of the case, 
has much to say for it when the sins of the children are 
blamed, at least to an extent, upon those who, in begetting 
them, undertook before God and man to rear and tend them 
with the love that is infinitely more than sentiment and is 
nothing less than self-sacrifice. And if, in the result, there is 
failure, why shall the parent whose sins, so we have the highest 
authority for saying, must inevitably be visited upon the 
children, bear no responsibility or blame, because of the 
erring and the backsliding of the young whose charge was the 


parents’ duty?

Thus the congregation of Bialystok came to virtually the sama 


opinion as that which, with a grimness that is well-nigh appalling, —

The Einstein Theory Illustrated. 
LECTURE BY DR. 8. BRODETSKY.

Humane Slaughter. 
VIEWS OF CAPTAIN E, G: FAIRHOLME. 


Saturday, Captain Edward G. Fairholme, Secretary of the Royal Society 


for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, expressed his views on the — 


question of the humane slaughter of animals. He said: “The great con- 
tention of our opponents is that slaughter by the mechanical killer is bad 
for the meat. ‘There wasa demonstration in the Midlands some ten days 
ago, when animals were killed by all the various methods—the humane 


&ilicr, the Jovwish plan, and the pole-axe and the knife. Twenty were — 


slaughtered by the humane process, and all were stunned virtually by 
the first shot. In the case of the ordinary methods some beasts were 
felled with the axe. In onecase the first blow failed, and it was necessary 
to inflict a second before the animal was brought down. Two pigs were 
stunned with the hammer, and in one case four blows were given before 
the beast was stunned. itis curious to note that the contention of our

Opponents is that humane methods are a potential danger to public | 


health. In Holland every animal killed for food has to be stunned by 
& bullet or a bolt. There are no statistics to show that the health of the 
Dutch has suffered during the last twelve years, during which this 
humane provision has been operative. Moreover, the permanent medical 
officers of our Ministry of Health, who are experts in meat inspection, 
have gon into the whole matter and approved the use of humane killers 
in relation to pigs as to other animals. The London County Council 
recently adopted the humane By-law 9B, and the City of Glasgow has 
dono the same thing. There are ninety-two urban and district councils 
in whose areas these by-laws are now in force. The medical officer of 
health of one of our biggest towns where the method is in force says: 
‘The humane killer stops the cruelties of the pole-axe, and the knife 
allows the slaughtering to be done without pain, and there is no practical 
loss to the butcher,’ After the recent demonstration in the Midlands the 
medical officer of health for one of the largest cities in the kingdom stated :

But from the time of the 
Men of the Great’Synagogue the Law has not been handed down—that 
is, the Law has not grown, has not expanded, has not lived. Law lives 
only when borne, and there was no lawbearer, no nation to be its body 
and to interact with the Law’s indispensable progressive life. For the Law 
is not the Law of individual fractions of an entity but of the entity itself, 
and the Jew, as an entity capable of cohesive advance, ceased after the 
Men of the Great Synagogue, and not since then has the Torah lived. With 
the nigh 2,000 year-long trance of the Jew’s nationhood has the Jew’s 
national genius, the Torah, also lain entranced. And mark this: without 
the simultaneous revivification of the Torah will our awakening—if it 
occur at all—prove as brief and as transient as the last flickering spurt 
of a brave candle-flame conquered by the darkness. 
We dare not blind ourselves to actuality by donning the tinted 
pincenea Of romaniic sentiment. Sacrifices of bulls and sheep and goata 
are dead, and services of trains and liners and aeroplanes are live facts. 
The latter, however, are now amenable to Liaw as once were the former 
—and the genius that borrowed from Egyptin former times can borrow 
from America to-day and as gloriously transmute. But no tree severed 
from its roots can thrive and bear fruit, and the tree of our fature life must 
be rooted as was that of our past—nay, itis the same ON YY asof old, but 
growing higher and fuller and stretching its branches far and wide, out- 


_ Ward and aloft, and gathering sustenance from more vital atmospheria 
strata than were attainable in olden time. . 


And 80 we come to this other: What if to the roots of our life-tree, to 


_ the Cities of our God, to the very earth of our soul we prove faithless? 

Like a good wife in her husband’s absence has Palestine veiled her body 
_ from stranger suitors with veils of barren, sands—driven them from her 
with her swamps of tears—bred in herself pestilence, rot, and death, 


against the would-be violators of her wifehood. And now that at the 


_long-yearned coming again of her husband she throws down her veil, 
‘aries her tears, and makes herself sweet and comely for the mate of her 
youth, are we tc take her thankfully and lovingly in our arms, or are wé 


to despise her for the chafing iron links on her freed wrists that betray 


the slave-chain of yesterday’s breaking? When in our Jewish fairy tale 


the princess wakes from her enchanted slumber shall it be written that 


the prince proved a laggard ? . 

My words have been futile unless you are persuaded by them that 
from Palestine alone can ever again emanate the genius of the Jewish 
race, the spirit of our Torah infinite as its letter is finite, the Shechinah 


compared to the truth of whose hoiy glamour all the glories of modernity — 


are but as lying profanities. 

This, then, is our aim: With Palestine as foundation and Torah as plan 
our people shall rear the Cities of our God; thisour future. But we have 
not conclnsively replied as to whether we are faithful to this fature of 
ours, and meanwhile we have to ask whother we are not faithless to our 
very selves as a People. | 

If, among our orthodox, precept and ceremony combine to oust 
idealism—then are we faithless; if among our liberals and reformers, 
tradition is cold-shouldered by convenience—then are we faithless; If, 
among our dbaalei-battim, religion is but the background for synagogal 
ewank and kibbudim—then are we faithless; if among our artists and 


poets Judaism is regarded as the Algebraic X, shrouded perhaps in q 


sneering complex—then are we faithless; if among our youth the Jazz- 


jose has its votaries by its myriads, while the psalms of the son of Jesse — 
lie unhonoured and unsung—then are we faithless, In short, if we are 


letter-bound and spirit-loose, if we are lethargic, hypocritical, snobbish, 
unimaginative, ape-like and dissipated—then are we faithless to our 
people, to ourselves. And lacking this primal faith we shall not survive 
our golus, and with us shall die the hope of our people ever rearing the 
Cities of our God, : 


For the sake then of our people, and for the sake then of the Cities of 
our God, there must be in all our sects and sections a rehabilitation of 
intrinsic Jewish values. The orthodox must look more to the spirit than 
the letter, the liberal more to root-tradition than to parasitic convenience, 
and even the via media, the ‘2133 the in-between Jew more to the Book 
than the bankbook. Our communal workers, from the meanest parnass to 
the lordliest President, must regard the work and piously await the 
glory. Our artists and poets must cease being monkeys in Chelsea and 
parrots in Fleet Street, and aim at becoming seers in Bezalel and 
prophets in Zion. And our youth should realise that if an army must 
march on its stomach, a nation must march with its brains rather than 
with its dancing slippers, Ss 


Our wise men have considered the individual as an jOP OPW, an 
autocosm; how much more so a whole community? Though I have 
spoken here concerning Jewry at large, my paragraphs would need little 
alteration to suggest the past and present state and the future hopes and 


fears of our local community. And the remedy is one: Jewish Renaissance, | 


Tn those words lie the whole motif of Chanucah and its celebration ; they 
_have no meaning other than that we, no less than our heroes of old, 
must bring our people to r6é-birth. More fortunate than Hannah, we may 
urge and teach our children to profess the Jewish faith, and live—live toy 
the sake of our People and the Cities of our God,

ADDRESS BY THE REY. A, A. GREEN, 


Under the auspices of the Hampstead Literary Society, the Rey. 
A. A. Green gave an address on “My Experiences and Impressions as & 
Jewish Lecturer to Christian Audiences.” Dr, J. SNOWMAN presided. 

Mr. GREEN said that when he had gone to Sheffield nearly forty 
years ago, he had been amazed at the misconceptions existing among 
Christians as to what Judaism was in principle and in practice. Follow- 
ing some conversations he had had with the late Rev. Dr. Dalkenger, 
F.R.S., the Principal of Wesley College, he had delivered a lecture on 
“The Mosaic Code and Modera Science,” at Brunswick Wesleyan Churoh 
Literary Society, in the early part of 1885. This had been followed by 
invitations to lecture to every religious denomination in Sheffield, with 
the exception of the Roman Catholics. A similar course had been 
pursued in Sunderland and in London. In both places he had lectured 
on almost every conceivable subject of Jewish interest, and had always 


endeavoured to combat prejudices and misunderstandings that existed to 


the detriment of the Jew. Christian audiences displayed a particularly 


deep interest in the home ceremonies of Jewish life and in synagogue 


ritual, and always evinced much appreciation of the Kaddish and the 
Jahrzeit. The most interesting audiences he had ever addressed were 
at the Training Colleges for Ministers of various denominations, 
for he felt that he was influencing the future leaders of wide circles 
and the “ Brotherhood ” gatherings, when he was gaining the ear of the 
man in the street. He had been asked difficult questions, sometimes 
not altogether friendly in tone, but he had found that he could 
always speak out frankly and without offence. He had no hesitation 
in saying that where the Jew was sincere and conrageous in 
his faith, that was in itself a sure passport to the respect of his fellow 
countrymen. The Christian Englishman had no respect for. the 
Jew who did not respect ‘his own faith. Mr. Green felt sure that the 
largest contributory element in anti-Semitism was ignorance of Jews and 
Judaism, and the effort to remove this was worth whatever if might have 


cost him. In his early days he had received the utmost encouragement | | 


from members of the community. He owed most of all to the late Mr. 


Asher I. Myers, who not only had approved of his work, but — 
had freely opened the columne of the Jewish Chronicle to it. | 


‘when he (the speaker) was a young and comparatively 
unknown man. Mr. Alfred Lonis Cohen had also offered him much 
wise guidance. It was only fm recent years that he had been 
criticised. That had puzzled him somewhat, until he had found out 
whence the criticism came, and he was content toignore it. Ifa Jewish 
Minister went far afield to lecture to Christians while neglecting his own 


work, then criticism might apply. But he (Mr. Green) had taken his — 


part in every phase of communal work, and if he cared to sacrifice his 


hours of rest to do that kind of work which was so needed, while he felt 


that he could still do it, he would continue it. . | 
A discussion followed, in reply to which Mr. Greén said that the best 


answer to anti-Semitism that had yet appeared was the Chief Rabbi's 


Book of Jewish Thoughts. He thought that a play dealing fairly with the 
Subject would be one of the best means of combating anti-Jewish feeling.

CCXV.—The End of the World. 


My Dear COousIN, 


A student of history cannot but be struck by the curious phenomenon 
that from time to time the end of the world has been expected. Perhaps 
it was only natural that the troubles and afflictions of life should have 
turned men’s minds to a state of bliss in a world without poverty, 
suffering, sickness, hate, and war. The rewarkable thing is that many 
ancient peoples were convinced of the establishment of such a world. 
The Chinese believed in the coming of a Great Saint who would appear 
at the End of Time to bring bliss to mankind. The Indians had a similar 


belief in the reappearance of the God Vishnu, while the Persians hoped | 


for the coming of the God Sosiosh, who would restore the Realm of 
Light. Jews, too, shared the view. The blacker the present, the more 
attractive was the Messianic Age. The prophetic messages, already 
couched in poetic language, were adorned by fantastic embroideries ; 
and the early Christians shared with the Jews an — beliet in the 
establishment of the Kingdom of God on earth. 

In the Old Testament the Book of Daniel, in the New the Book of 
Revelations, furnished the groundwork for those who were zealous in the 
prosecution of researches in regard to the strange subject of the “‘ Fullness 
of Time,” or the “ End of the World.” The Psalmist’'s Declaration that 
in the.sight of God a thousand years are but as a day, provided the key 
for most of these calculations. Several ancient rabbis who are mentioned 
in the Talmud, declared that the existence of the world would be 6,000 
years, inaccordance with the days of the Creation, and its destruction would 


jast 1,000 years—(7n Mm "1 “DON wow)—a gigantic Divine 


Sabbath. Another opinion was that the world would last 6,000 years, of 
which 2,000 would be Tohw-va-Vohu, 2,000 years of Torah, and 2,000 years 
of the Messianic Age.

These are by no means extreme examples of suggestions made to 


characterise the last era in in the world's history. It is intelligible that 


Maimonides found it necessary to warn his readers against imagining that — 


the Days of the Messiah would find a world different from that with 


which men were acquainted, or expecting that the Creation would produce | 


something new. He declared that in those days the world would still 
continue according to naturallaws. In his judgment, Isaiah’s picture 


of the wolf and the lamb lying down together was but a simile of the 
righteous and the wicked dwelling in peace side by side. Maimonides — 


deplored calculations for discovering the end of the world, and he excused 
the exercises undertaken for this purpose by distinguished men by saying 
that thoir motive was to bring comfort to Jews ata time when — 
was great and persecution rampant, 

One of the best known of these calculations, to which Maimonides 
referred, was that made by the Gaon Saadiah (892-942) in his famous 
treatise on the Jewish Faitn which is called NINONA. Saadiah 


attempted to find the key to the problem in the last chapter of the Book 


of Daniel. The hero there asks of his angelic companions, “How long 
shall it be to theené ofthese wonders?” Thereply is, “ It shall be fora 
- time, times and a half.” This mystic indication was further elaborated 
in a reply to a second question. “And from the time that the continual 
burnt offering shall be taken away, and the abomination that maketh 
‘desolate set up, thers shal! be a thousand two hundred and ninety days, 
Blessed is he that waiteth, and cometh to the thousand three hundred 
and five and thirty days.” These three periods are now generally taken 
to refer to the duration of the persecutions under Antiochus, to the rise 
of the Maccabees, and to their victory. It is generally accepted that the 
Book of Daniel was written during this period, and these references, dark 


‘though they may be, all relate to the Hasmonean Age. But Sandich applica 


them generally, and he took the terms of the first message to refer to the 
duration of the Old Hebrew kingdoms. The first ‘375 was 480 years;

Long before this date the end of the world had been foretold. In the 
10th century, the year 964 was fixed upon; in the llth century it was 
1058 and 1096; in the 12th century it was 1123 and 1146; in the 13th 
century 1213 was the favourite year. In the year 1211 many Rabbis 
from England and France actually went to Jerusalem in the expectation 
of the end of the world in the following year. Nothing daunted by the 
disappointments which all these years brought, men still calculated and 
hoped, hoped and calculated. In the 14th century the year 1306 was a 
popular date for the end of the world, while the year 1358 was supported 
by Rashi. The succeeding centuries produced the same folly. In 1403

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH OHRONIOLE 
With 


Mr. S. ROWSON, M.Sc., F.S.S. 


VER a decade ago an attempt was made to found an Anglo- 
Jewish Statistical Society. The attempt then failed, but 
the need for such an institution has, in the interim, become 
more than ever apparent. The recent Conference on the 

Co-ordination of Charities has drawn attention to the absence of 
statistical information in one important department of communal 
activity, but the same need is met at every turn, and the necessity — 
for a fresh attempt to meet it has 
been emphasised Mr. 8. Rowson, M.Sc., 
one of the leading authorities on the 
subject: Mr. Rowson has been engaged 
in statistical’ research for over twenty 
‘years, though other interests 
have latyerly* engaged his attention he 
has lod none of hie@ardour for the sub- 
4 ject, and is still)as he has long been, 
Tanxious to press upon the community 
the vital importance of creating some 
organisation, the object. of which shall 


methods. 


be the collection of information on 
which the efficient administration, inter 
alia, of’ its institutions would largely — 
depend. In the course of an interview 
with a representative of the Jewish 
| Chronicle, he has set forth some of 
Mr, S. Rowson, M.Sc., F.S.S, the considerations which lead him to 
| A Communal Need. | 

“T am led to urge the need of an Anglo-Jewish statistical bureau,” 
Mr. Rowson said, “because one cannot help realising, when surveying 
avy current communal problems, how much a solution is obstructed by — 
the absence of what I may call quantitative information. Take the 
educational problem for example, ‘There is no reliable information as to 
the number of Jewish children receiving the various kinds of religious 
education, nor as.to the potential maxima to whom such education might 
and should be extended. There is no information as to the distribution — 
of Jewish children of school-age throughout the country. Then there is — 
the question of charity co-ordination. There is no information as to the 


pumber of people by:whom communal charities are supported. It would 
‘probably be found to be surprisingly small. 


But no one knows with any 
degree of precision; nor is there any information in collected and col- 


. lated form of the number of beneficiaries. Take the synagogues, again. 


How many people are in regular attendance at places of worship, an 
important fact for estimating the religious state of the community? 
Then there is the anti-Semitic allegation of the ‘overrunning’ of 


the country by Jews and their pervasiveness in every department of 


public life and activity. To that no effective, authoritative reply is 
possible, based on any published figures. Sir Humpbry Rolleston, 
the other day, hazarded an estimate of the Jewish community 


of the metropolis, which he was prepared to put at at a quarter of a 


—maillion, though he accepted the Chief Rabbi's reduced figure of 175,000. 
Probably both are wrong. The latter figure is, I believe, based on the 
estimate contained in my Statistics! Society paper published about 
seventeen years ago, when for the first time an attempt was made to 
arrive at an estimate of the Jewish population of this country by scientific 
My estimate was accepted at the time, though it upset 
previous guesswork estimates ; yet it would be too much to assume that 
the figure has not been considerably modified now. SRE Erg he

“I have another grievance,” Mr. Rowson went on to say, ‘tand that 
is that, regrettable as we all must realise, in the present absercecf any 
authoritative information, we are only perpetuatin g this ignorence by tak 
ing no steps to remedy the omission. One would have thought that the 
Jewish Historical Society would have taken up the question long before 
this, and put on record certain phenomena, so that in the fature there 
would be at any rate some reliable data from which valuable comparisons 
could be derived.

Does not the subject bristle with difficulties ? our representative 
asked. “My answer,” Mr. Rowson replied, “is. that there are no 
real difficulties such as a trained intelligenca would not be able -to 


surmount. It is always regarded by the lay mind as hopeless to 


attempt to deal with the statistics of a community without a census. 
It ssems to be forgotten that the first census taken in this country WAS 80, 


comparatively, recently as 1801; yet before that most valuable statistical ke 


information relating tothe population was published, which was almost as 
rellable in the conclusions to be drawn from it as the census itself, I 


need only recall the names of Sir William Petty, Gregory King, and Adam 


Smith, to mention but two or three of the early investigators in this field, 


We have to realise that if the direct method is not available—and it is 


not—in this country, because it is constitutionally unthinkable that there 


will ever be a religious census in this country, we must find indirect 
means of reaching the same conclusion. The only available group of 
statistics published under Government authority is that relating to Jewish

_ “At present nothing is being done betanse statistics are represented — 


as being dull. They do not attract many workers. I requires great 


labour to use them scientifically. In:short, the work demands a trained — 


enthusiast. There was an attempt over a decade ago to staré a Jewish 
Statistical Society. There was plenty of enthusiasm on the part of those 
who did not work, but there were not encugh workers at that time. We 
shall never make the project a success until we have a paid servant of 
the community whose duty it would be to devote himself to the collection 
and treatment of these statistics, We cannot rely on voluntary and 
haphazird investigations. My own view is that this ought to bo taken 
up by the Jewish War Memorial. I was interested in the old Education 
Committee of. the War. Momorial to which I was attache, 
because it was thought I might bs able to help them in their 
investigations. I declined to go on to the new Council, because 
I found that when [ 
arrived on the scane they had already drawn up a questionnaire, which 
I warned them could not, and actually did not achieve satisfactory 


- results, Nevertheless, the probiems of Jewish education are such that —

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. | [From our eréeatitend LERLIN,

The story of J oseph, which forms the subject of the weekly Portions - 


of the Law. at this season of the year, is the most beautiful and dramatic 
story to be found in all literatare, ancient or modern, sacred or profane, 
and suggests consideration of the Bible as Literature, apart from the 
claims which it makes to be an inspired work. The Old Testament is 
not a book but a library of many books, not all on one level of worth. We | 
discriminate between their respective merits, and would notfor a moment 
put the Book of Judges and the Prophecies of Jeremiah on the same 
plane. This literature is not by one author, but by many, most of them 
unknown. The Bibie is largely anonymous. It was not produced at one 
time. The period oovered betweon the writing of some portions 


of the Pentateuch and the Prophet Malachi is over a thousand — 


years. Nor are the Sooks all written tn one language. To take 
up these distinctions a little more in detail: First as to time. 
We know that poetry is older than prose. David's lament over 


Saul and Jonathan, by no means the earliest bit in the Bible—the song — 


of Lamech, for instance, is ever so much more ancient—was recited 


about 1100BC.e. The Book of Daniel belongs to the Maccabean rising, — 


about 170 B.c.z. Some Psalms, such as the 74th and 79th, belong to the 
Maccabean epoch. The books of the Old Testament are not by one 
author, nor are they always by the authors to whom they are ascribed. 
The Psalms of David are Psalms dedicated to David, and it is questionable 
whether they are written by him. The 137th Psalm, opening with the 
words, “By the rivers of Babylon we sat, and we wept when wo 
romembered Zion,” was, of course, written in the Exile ; but it is ascribed 
to David. Proverbs and Ecclesiastes were not written by King Solomon, 
though a group of scholars employed by him may have compiled the 
maxims, the production of which covered a wide range of time. As most 


of the Bible books were written anonymously, we may assume that the . 


authors who compiled them were Prophets. 


Varying in time, authorship, and language, the Old Testament books 
vary widely asto subject. Imagine our binding in one large volume the 


poems of Chaucer, who flourished tn the fourteenth century, the Essays — 


of Bacon, some plays of Shakespeare, Macaulay's History, Adam Smith's 
‘Wealth of Nations,” and the sermons of Spurgeon; and we may form a 


fair conception of the diversity of theme in the Hebrew Scriptures. . 


First let us say, the Bible contains history. From Genesis to Chronicles 
we have @ historic survey from the Creation to the downfall of the 
Kingdom of Judah, about the year 600. From Ohronicles until Nehemiah, 


we have another historic survey, extending the history to the end of the | 


Exile, down to the fifth century, Secondly, the Bible contains many 
books of poetry, such as the Psalms, Canticles, Lamentations, Job, and 
many of the Prophets. Farthermore, in the historic books there are 
many separate poems ; in Genesis, the Blessing of Jacob; in Exodus, the 
Song of Triumph at the Red Sea; in Numbers, the Song of the Well, a 
gong on the overthrow of Sihon, and the visions of Balaam; in Deuter- 
onomy, the Farewell Song of Moses and his Blessing of the children of 
Israel; Judges contains the Songs of Deborah and Samuel, David's 
jament over Saul and Jonathan, Another subject division of the 
Bible books is the Wisdom Iiterature, which includes Job, Proverbs, 
and Ecclesiastes. The Psalms are a book of liturgical hymns. The 
Prophets are a volume of sermons. Then, too, there are the Bible 
codes of Law, and stories like those of Ruth and Esther. eee 

But one theme pervades them all, giving the various parts an under: 
lying unity—and that is the grand theme, the grandest of all themes, 
Religion. The historical books are written not so much for the scientific 


‘purpose of recording events, as for the edifying purpose of pointing morals. — 
The incident is made subordinate to the ethical object. It is the amiable | 
intention of the authors to demonstrate that a worthy life is rewarded by | 


prosperity and longevity, and that the wicked are cut off in their prime. 
Throughout, the effort is made to demonstrate the ruling of Providence in 
history—Die Weltgeschichte ist das Weligericht. The Book of Job deals 


with the profoundly religious theme of the reconciliation of the suffering. 
of the righteous with the justice of God. The story of Jonah is an 
allegory, intended to bring out the notable truth that we cannot escape 


from God and duty, and that the Almighty cares for the spiritual salvation 
of Assyrian equally with that of the Israelite ; therefore it is the duty 
of the latter to bring a saving message to the former, | 


We have said that the Bible isa literature. Let us add that it is an 


edited literature, though who the Council of Editors were we shall never 
know. There is a reference tothe men of the Great Synagogues, who 


arranged the Canon of Scripture; that is, they collected the books now — 
in the O14 Testament from the larger mass of literature. What they | 


selected has been saved, what they rejected has been lost. There are 


now and then references to these rejected books, such as the “Book of 


Jasher,” the “ Book of the Wars of the Lord,” and the chronicles of various 
kings.

_American Jewish Congress. 


Action in Regard to German Anti-Semitism. ~- 
[From our Correspondent. NEW YORK. 
The Executive Committee of the American Jewish Congress held ita 
firat meeting since the recent sessions, at the Pennsylvania Hotel on — 
November 18th. Dr. Stephen 8. Wise, President of the Congress wasin — 
the Chair. The meeting concerned itself mostly with the situation which 
had arisen in Germany and other centres of Jewish population in Europe, 
where marked anti-Semitic demonstrations bad resulted in pogroms, 
sabotage, and other forms of violence which had made more insecure 
than before the plight of European Jews. Dr. Wise reported to the Com- 
mittee the steps which had already been taken, with a view to | 
protecting the rights of the afflicted Jews. Immediately it appeared that 
the situation was growing out of hand, correspondence was entered into with 


E. Haghes. Favourable replies were received from both. Dr. Wise

The 
Sejm, by a majority of seven votes, agreed to hand over to the Public 
Prosecutor Deputies Dombrowski and Stantshik for alleged complicity in — 
the Cracow riot. The Opposition, consisting of all national minorities, 


and left the hall singing national songs, including the Hatikvah. 
As a result of the support given by the national minorities to the Labour 
party, a permanent bloc has now been established between the minorities 
and the Labour party in the Sejm. The new bloc promises to become & 
great factor in Polish politics, as it reduces the Goverhment majority to 
eleven. The Labour party agreed to support whole-heartedly all claims 
of the national minorities, including those of the Jows.

Rabbi Nahoum Elected Chief Rabbi of Cairo. 
Expulsions of Jews from Thrace. | | 
7 [From our Correspondent.) CONSTANTINOPLE 
Rabbi Haim Nahoum Effendi, formerly Chief Rabbi of Turkey, has 


‘been elected to the Chief Rabbinate of Cairo. Among Jewish circies in 


Egypt this appointment is regarded as being of considerable importance. 
Rabbi Nahoum is known to 6xort 2 good deal of influence among the 
Mussulman Nationalists of Turkey, as wellas among many of the Arab 
leaders in Palestine ; and it is thought that he may be able to contribute to 
a certain extent towards the alleviation of the tension now éxisting between 
Jews and Arabs in the Holy Land.* 3 

The Angora Government recently issued an order demanding the 
evacuation of the town of Tchoriou by all its Jewish inhabitants within 
forty-eight hours. The town contains some hundreds of Jews, as wellasa 


synagogue anda school The effect of the order would have been to oblige | 
the Jews to flee from the town without being able, at such short notice, 


to save their homes or their property. Fortunately, in response to urgent 
representations, the Government has been prevailed upon temporarily to 
postpone the execution of the order; but similar orders have been issued 
and already enforced with regard to the Jews of Tchataldja (near Constanti- 


-nople). The Jews of the town have been obliged to abandon the whole 


of their effects, since the Mussulman drivers demanded for the price of 

transport a sum greater than the value of the goods to be removed. 
Another example of the apparent determination of the new Turkish 

Republic to adopt, and even to surpass, the anti-Semitism of the 


Tsarist regime, is furnished by the announcement in the Ackcham (the — 


proprietor of which is a member of the National Assembly of Angora) 
that only Mussulmans will in future be permitted to hold office under the 
Customs. If this extraordinary decision is carried into effect, several 
hundred Jews will be thrown out of employment. This constitutes 
another flagrant breach by Turkey of the Treaty of Lausanne, which 
clearly stipulates that no distinction or nationality cr religion shall be 
made regarding State employees. 3 


Jewish Appeal against Bolshevism. 


A Political Manifesto. Bae 
: [From our Correspondent. | PARIS. 

Anumber of Russian Jews residing in foreign countries have just 
established ‘“ A Patriotic Union,” and have addressed to their coreligionists 
an appeal, of which the Mercure de France, in a recent issue, printed the 
salient passages. 

This document depicts the actual situation in Russia, where, after 
five and a half years of the Bolshevist régime, one sees a vast 
desert, encumbered with ruins and covered with graves, where religion, 
conscience, Right, Science, and the experience of centuries have been 
drowned in a sea of blood. The appeal describes in the following 
terms the situation of the Jewish population of Russia: 

We Russian Jews have not escaped, and naturally could not escape, these 
destructive troubles. Connected by many and close ties with our country—with 
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the State, with social order, national economy, and the odlture of Russia—we 
cannot prosper while all around us perish. And the Jewish population ‘ot 
Russia has paid for the revolutionary troubles, with mumberless human lives 
and with its-prosperity. In Jewish circles, too, al) the. most:anltivated ang 
honourable elemests have been repressed. Plunged into misery and dist 
crushed beneath a load of grief, they are dying in silence; our sanctuaries arg 
defiled, and in the field of Jewish culture all has been uprooted and pillaged, 
Russian Jews, as well as the Russians themselves, are scattered all over the 
world; for us it is a new Diaspora, a double Diaspora. 


After indicating the disastrous consequences which, according to 
them, the destruction of the Monarchy has had for the Russian Jews, ang 
the evil that has been caused to their coreligionists by the participation 
of certain Jewish elements in the revolutionary movement, the 
signatories to the appeal conclude : 


The Patriotic Union of Russian Jews bases itself on the firm conviction thay 

for the Jews, as well as for all the inhabitants of Russia, the Bolsheviks are the 
test of all possible evils, and that to fight with all our strength against their 
omination over Russia is our sacred duty to humanity, culture, to our country 
and to the Jewish People. When we have conquered this monstrous evil, wa 
shall find strength to combat such new difficulties as may. confront us in, 
Russia freed from Bolshevism. In the conditions of cruel barbarism created 
and maintained by the Bolsheviks, we, as a people, are powerless, more power- 
less than any other ple, since it is not agriculture that is the source of our 
livelihood ; our activity is more complicated ; it isonly ina well-ordered State thay 
we are able to defend ourselves.

. Sir Alfred Mond on Zionism, 
ADDRESS ‘TO SWANSEA ZIONIST SOCIETY,

Sir ALFRED MOND said thatthey were all Palestinians now, and the 
te-creation of Palestine was regarded as a kind.of sacred duty by many 
who had previously held aloof ffom the Movement, and by some who 
bad even been hostile, Palestine was an empty country, with a popula- 
tion of about 700,000 when it could take four to five millions. Therefore 
there was room for the Jews as well as for the Arab population living there.

_ showed a deeper interest in the subject of Juvenile Delinquency than the 


Jewish community. It was a canker which ate into the very heart of 
society. It began with dishonesty, and led to habitual criminality. 
Thera were among the causes of delinquency three main types 


tobe distinguished: (1) The instinctive animal, whom no human 


power couid cure. These cases were very rare indeed. (2) The 
mentally deficient, who needed special medical treatment, and not punish- 
ment; (3) The vast majority of delinquents, who were quite norma), but 
who had gone wrong through certain external causes, such as cvil 
surroundings, bad housing, poor education, etc. These needed: one’s 


attention, and if one were satisfied that they were normal], one should 


also be satisfied that there was a remedy. There were many. cases iu 
which homes were so bad, and the cffences so repeated, that these con'd 
not be allowed to remain at home. There were no better jadustrial 
schools than the Jewish. He knew tho good work they did. Then there 
was the problem of girl delinquents, Although they had advanced some- 
what there was still-a tendency to moral criminality among girls. As 
long as civilisation existed there would be prostii ution, and if people.were 
allowed to do evil why should they not be allowed to do right when they 


wanted to? The Jewish community had a great responsibility in ¢hst 


direction. In conclusion, he urged the following points: i 

There were many Jewish children on probation, and he would appeal most 
strongly for volunteer workers to come forward’ to devote their time to this 
cause. They should be educated workers preferably from a University and take 
their work seriously. - 

There was no good home for Jewish boys, and ag a magistrate he had to 
send boys to Christian homés, | 

He wanted to see a hostel for girls established not where they would be 
cross examined, but whero they could go and live respectably, free from the

congregations. Whereas the Board maintains that its generous attitude 
towards the butchers has had the result of leaving the Board’s exchequer 
withont any funds whatsoever, the butchers contend that the whole 
ebject of the Board is not to serve communal or charitable interests,» 
but purely and solely to help the congregations to maintain their’ 
own officials at the least possible expense to themselves. 
Hence, not only have the butchers lost their regard for the Board's” 
authority, but many of the members of the community have also 
harboured very serious doubts as to the Board’s general working. 
efficiency. The fact that steps are now on foot for effecting also a 


coalescence with the Public Burial Society affords a gleam: of light in 


the right direction. If only prominent members of the community’ 
would identify themselves with the proposed action of the Repre-" 
sentative Council, a way would be devised not only for a more satisfactory’ 
state of affairs in the Leeds Shechita, but also for effecting that unity’ 
which is go imperative a necessity to the communal well being.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
§1R,—I ask you to be kind enough to publish afew words about the 

Brady Street Club for Working Lads. : ; 
I have come to the conclusion that old methods are no longer 
suited to present requirements. Itis true that a certain amount of good 
can be done in a Boys’ Club on present lines, but it seems to me that the 


times call for a larger conception. Outside attractions—some of them 


mone too healthy, others positively mischievous—are proving difficult to — 


must be extended. We must spend more money on the usual attractions, 
We cannot keep the boys interested unless we kéep each activity fully | 
equipped: But besides this the Club should develop into a centre of 


combat. If we are to retain our hold on our boys and obtain a regular 


supply of new members something must be done. The Club itself must | 


be made more attractive. It must be bright and it must be warm. A 
sum has been collected for the redecoration of the premises so that we 
can fulfil that requirement. 


I have come to the conclusion, however, that the scope of the work 


helpfulness, and we ought to get into closer touch with the families and, 


generally, with the people of the district. We cannot found a settlement, 
in the fullest sense of the word, but we can aim at the ideals of a settle- 
ment. A Sub-Committee, which has been examining the question, has 
decided that it is wasteful that our large building should only be used 
during a few hours in the evenings and remain empty all day. We, 
therefore, wish to found a play-centre and a junior club which could 
assemble during the daytime, This will entail a further expense, more 
particularly as it will be necessary to engage a paid supervisor. 

During the evenings we wish to extend the scope of work and to 
establish an Advisory Council which will help the people of the district 
in lay and legal matters. We wish to gain their confidence, and to get 
them to look upon the Club as an institution where they can be sure of 
a helping hard. | | 

For this purpose if will be necessary to seek new quarters for our 
caretaker, so that the rooms now occupied may be available for the new 


work, There are many other matters of detail in our new scheme which 


cannot be set out here for wani of space. 

We have not been slow in collecting money, for in addition to our 
normal income we have made a further collection for this extension of 
work. But in order to put our finances ona firm basis we require a further 
sum of money. The sum is not large, but it is vital, People say that a 
Charitable Institution must always be in debt. I disagree. The only 


_ Way to be successful is to have a bank balance, co that the Treasurer can 


say “yes,” to all reasonable demands. The sum I require is 
moderate when compared with the great advance we bo, cc 
I have pressed the subscribers and managers more than I ought to 


_ have done, and the response has been beyond my expectations. I cannot 


ask them for mere. I want the very moderate sum of £300 quickly. I 


am making this appeal in the hope that someone will see it, who has a
